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Tanganyika : Dar-es-Salaam is calm at the 

moment, but the implications of yesterday’s army 
mutiny are far from clear. 


There is no positive evidence that the mutiny 
had any political overtones. The troops apparently 
were interested mainly in pay increases and the re- 
moval of British officers. Once these demands 
were met, the army reaffirmed its support of the 
government. 


Before the mutiny was contained, however, it 
had brought to the surface latent anti-white and anti- 
Asian sentiment in the African population, both mili- 
tary and civilian. Britain reacted to the ensuing 
rioting and looting by alerting 2,000 troops for pos- 
sible duty in Tanganyika to protect the 5,000 British 
nationals there. 

The Tanganyika Government’s handling of the 
crisis seems to have enhanced the position of Ex- 
ternal Affairs and Defense Minister Kambona at the 
expense of President Nyerere. Nyerere’s where- 
abouts has been a mystery throughout the mutiny. 

Kambona, on the other hand, has borne the brunt of 
the negotiations with the mutineers. 

The increased stature of Kambona, an ambitious 

radical nationalist, is likely to be reflected in the 25X1 

power structure when order is restored. J 
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Belgium : Foreign Minister Spaak told Ambassador 
MacArthur on 17 January that Belgium would not follow 
France's lead in recognizing Peiping now, despite in- 
creasing domestic pressure to do so. Spaak may hope 
to hold off recognition at least until the return of a pri- 
vate commercial mission which is preparing to visit 
Communist China. The mission, which will be accom- 
panied by a government trade offic ial, reportedly is 
scheduled to depart in late March. (

dentials to President Duval ier on 16 January in an atmos- 
phere marked by a strong undercurrent of hostility toward 
the US. In his remarks, Duvalier told Timmons that the 
success of his mission depended on the rapid resolution 
of "four political problems," but failed to say what they 
are. Timmons notes, however, that Duvalier's references 
to these "problems" have been highlighted in the local 
press, and thinks this may indicate that the regime is 
preparing the public for some new initiative against the 
US.
